The present invention relates to method and apparatus of adaptive equalization. 
Upon further consideration based on an updated search, prior art of record (closest 
reference, Kaneda et al. - US 2005/00019042), taking individually or collectively, fails to 
fairly teach such method and apparatus, as a whole, including "a convergence algorithm 
circuit to use a convergence algorithm for adjusting the coefficients associated with the 
feed-forward equalizer (FFE) based on the error measured in the partially equalized 
signal by the signal quality circuit, wherein values of the coefficients are not needed by 
the convergence algorithm to determine how much to adjust the coefficients associated 
with the feed-forward equalizer (FFE)", as claimed in independent claim 1 and similarly 
in independent claim 8 (claims 2-7, 9-10 depend therefrom). Thus, claims 1-10 are 
found to be novel and unobvious over prior art of record.
